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The Problem of Italy 


A bombshell has broken behind diplo- 
matic lines which, with great emphasis, con- 
firms some censored and suppressed in- 
formation we have been advancing to you 
for several months. A few weeks ago we 
reported that highly respected Italian sources 
in America charged that the British and 
American governments are betraying the 
real democratic desires of the Italian people 
by following the policy, established in Lon- 
don and Washington, that the war must be 
won by the right people; that is, those who 
will cooperate with the Tories in London. 
The Tory group is running the war and has 
huge investments all over Europe so it wants 
to be sure that the war does not end in a 
way to spoil these investments. (Mr. 
Churchill, like most Tories, has investments 
in European centers as well as in India and 
Malaya. ) 

The bombshell that has stirred up the 
diplomats is a book, “What to Do with 
Italy,” recently released by Gaetano Salve- 
mini and George La Piana, two eminent 
Italian-American scholars who have been 
connected with Harvard University for 
many years. The book quotes statements 
once made by high-ranking officials of the 
democratic countries which complimented 
the Italian Fascist government. (The re- 
mark about Mussolini’s making Italian 
trains run on schedule is, of course, famous. ) 
Mr. Churchill is remembered to have praised 
Mussolini profusely ten or fifteen years ago. 


“The first great blunder made by the 
diplomacy of the democratic nations was 
that of supporting and acclaiming the ad- 
vent of the Fascist regime in Italy,” say 
Mr. Salvemini and Mr. La Piana, a state- 
ment admitted by the New York Times to 
be undeniable truth. They also believe that 
that former public endorsement of Italiar 
Fascism still exists although such approval 
is now anything but public. They feel that 
the British Foreign Office and our State 
Department wish to see established in Italy 
a “Fascism without Mussolini”, a govern- 
ment supported by the military and big busi- 
ness with the King as the central figure. 
The situation, therefore, would be that the 
same groups which put Mussolini in power 
would still be in control of Italy, this being, 
the Italian historian-authors believe, the aim 
of those in power in Washington and Lon- 
don. Furthermore the writers suspect Bri- 
tain of wishing to control Sicily and Sar- 
dinia to protect British domination of the 
Mediterranean and remark that “territorial 
aggrandizement is usually called ‘responsi- 
bility’ by the British.” 


he authors of “What to Do with Italy” 
disagree with the OWI that Italy’s king is 
“moronic”, they believe he is deeply and de- 
liberately involved with Fascism and is, 
therefore, as responsible for its crimes as 
any dictator. They feel, also, that the 
Catholic Church is not altogether blameless 
for the tyrannies of Fascism. They quote 
Catholic leaders who openly supported Mus- 
solini, calling him “a man sent by Provi- 
dence,” (Pope Pius XI), and a man “visibly 
protected by God,” (Cardinal Merry del 
Val), and state that the Roman Church,

Outline of the Background for Peace 


Now is the time to pray for an enduring peace, for the decisions that will govern 
that peace will be made at this time. There can be no enduring peace unless there is 
a just peace—and there can be no just peace until men and nations face the peace in 
the spirit of Christian sharing. This they are not doing. Censorship and propaganda 
are whitewashing the dangerous drift toward the foundations of World War Three. 
Jf, in our task of removing the whitewash, our words sound grim, remember these 
are grim days. Pray—pray now for a just peace, for a Christian peace. 

Behind all the noise of battle and the current political confusion, a real attempt is 
being made to work out a post war peace formula. Very little has been revealed in 
the press and the average American is not aware of this tremendously important effort. 
Numerous conferences between major and minor diplomatic representatives of the 
United States, Great Britain and Russia have already been held and are still going on 
in Washington, London and Moscow. 

If, by the time you read this, a Roosevelt-Churchill-Stalin conference has been an- 
nounced, you will know that a formula has been found and agreed upon. If such a 
meeting of the three leaders has not been definitely announced you will know the struggle 
to reach some mutual basis for agreement has been unsuccessful. This struggle toward 
a united peace picture has many segments of interest which concern the Christian mind. 

At home, President Roosevelt is sincerely trying to forge some point of agreement 
whereby the mixture of New Deal liberalism and big business domination, which make 
up the astonishing Siamese twins of the American political front, can come to terms 
with British imperialism and Russia’s hardboiled, realistic attitude. 

President Roosevelt wants a kind of peace that will leave him and his associates 
in a place of paramount political strength ; Churchill wants a peace that will leave British 
investments intact if not increased; Stalin doesn’t give a snap about either, he admires 
Roosevelt personally, likes Americans in general, but doesn’t think America or American 
wishes are as important to him as a solid control of all central and eastern Europe 
and a dominant position in Asia, all of which is a great threat to Britain’s imperialistic 
interests. The British censorship, which exerts great pressure on the American press, 
is trying to keep this deep division of interests from reaching the common public mind 
in both England and America. Stalin, an Oriental, dislikes Churchill intensely and 
expects to see white imperialism blown out of Asia in the next ten years. In fact, he 
wouldn’t mind helping such developments along. Put all that together and you have 
the basis upon which we are trying to reach a formula for peace between the three 
major powers. 

China is demanding an won acta part in these peace plans and is insisting on being 
considered a fourth major power. Mr. Roosevelt is agreeable, Russia is secretly back- 
ing China’s insistence but the British, you will notice, always shy on that point and 
prefer China’s part to be a minor one. The British are justly fearful of the affect 
of the acending power of China upon the status quo of British domination over five 
— million Orientals. In this the Dutch government naturally agrees with the 

ritish. 

In the meantime, Britain continues to keep a good grip on Chiang Kai-shek because 
of the threat to his position the communists in China hold over the Chungking govern- 
ment. We see very little of this in the papers but it is a highly significant trend that 
is well known in diplomatic circles, although naturally minimized by Chiang’s agents 
and friends in this country. 

The younger Chinese are very friendly to Russia and are becoming very restive 
under Chiang’s dictatorship which has allowed the rich men of China to take full ad- 
vantage of the inflation at the expense of China’s suffering millions. Russian influence 
is growing in China while American and British influence is barely holding its own. 
Because Russian influence is pointedly favorable to revolutionary development among 
China’s younger groups and workers’ organizations, Chiang Kai- shek is afraid of Stalin’s 
growing sphere of domination and has shown a tendency in the last year of being will- 
ing to bargain with Britain for British support to counterbalance Russian revolutionary 
pressure. 

Back on the home front, as you have seen in the papers, our State Department has 
been torn wide open by controversy and dissension. The Administration is frantically 
endeavoring to drive the two factions into a working truce. As we informed you 
months ago, before this State Department trouble had broken into the open, the two 
factions are best identified as Catholic-conservatives on one hand and pro-Russian prog- 
ressives on the other. The Catholics of the Catholic-conservative faction are extremely 
anti-Russian and want the status quo maintained in Europe. The conservatives want 
the status quo maintained at home. Secretary of State Hull is top of this conserva- 
tive, preserve-the-old-order faith and has been fairly pliable in the hands of the anti- 
Russian Catholic groups. On the other hand, the pro-Russian, pro-Jewish, anti-Catholic 
diplomats are vigorous liberals politically and want to see the old status quo blasted 
everywhere. 

Mr. Roosevelt seems to have no steadfast attachments in these matters and concen- 
trates on peace abroad and party strength at home to such an extent that he will throw 
anyone’s babies, even his own, to the wolves to keep the old sleigh going. Witness 
the dumping of his life-long friend Summer Welles to placate conservative Southern 
Democrats whom Hull had rallied to his support on the inter-departmental quarrel 
with liberal-minded, progressive diplomat Welles. 

From these tangled strands, God will have to weave the pattern of peace. He 
will need His infinite patience, divine strength—and a sense of humor to do it.

Russia and Religion 


The religious situation in Russia has become a confused picture 
in the American mind. The confusion has been due largely to the 
inept attempt of our own official voices to persuade the American 
people that the religious situation in Russia is no different than that 
of any other country, totally ignoring the deep and significant 
spiritual struggle which has been going on in Russian life for the 
past twenty- -five years. We have been told, “Churches are all open 
in Russia.” Yes, all open, some for worship but many for museums 
(even anti-religious museums), concert halls, indoor drill grounds 
and garages. We have been told that anybody can go to church 
who wants to—yes, anybody—yet the official communist platform 
still embraces Marxist dialectic materialism which contains an out- 
right denial of the existence of God and calls religion an opiate of 
the people. To be a member of the Communist Party is the ideai 
of every Russian youth, yet he can’t expect to be pushed forward 
in Party life toward what is the only measure of success in Russia, 
eminence in the Party leadership, it he is known to be religious. 
There are no outstanding Party or government leaders in Russia 
who are Christians and churchgoers. 

Now it has been discovered by the present Russian political leaders 
that their official anti-God program has done much to cause suspicion 
and lack of sympathy for Russia among other nations. Stalin lately 
has been taking official steps, at Mr. Roosevelt’s suggestion we un- 
derstand, to correct this impression so detrimental to Russia’s rela- 
tionships, but he did not do so until it became an openly recognized 
fact that the entire anti-religious movement in Russia has completely 
failed. 

Stalin has permitted the Russian churches to make a donation to 
the cause of Russian defense. News of this was given widespread 
publicity. Just recently the papers in America gave considerable 
space to Stalin’s granting permission for the conference of bishops 
and church officials to meet. Such permission had been denied for 
many years. At most, however, this was merely an admission on 
the government’s part that the church exists! 

We have been tipped off by contacts within Communist Party 
circles that all this so far is window dressing. They frankly say 
that we should not take anything very seriously that Stalin does 
until two things happen which will have to precede any real progress 
by the religious forces of Russia: Seminaries for training new priests 
must be opened, and new priests must be ordained. Seminaries have 
been closed for twenty years, no new priests have been ordained for 
over twenty years, that is, as officially recognized by the state. 
Those two things must happen before any real freedom of religious 
action can be gained. No steps have yet been taken toward these 
ends. 

One of the most significant reports on religion in Russia was made 
to the American Council of Foreign Relations, through the Council's 
quarterly, by Sir Bernard Pares who is one of the outstanding au- 
thorities on religion in Russia. Among many things Mr. Pares 
points out that the Russian people have always been deeply religious 
—more so, perhaps, than the Orthodox Church itself at the time of 
the Revolution. After the Revolution and at the time of the Civil 
War the prevailing mood of violence and hysteria was to wipe out 
religion entirely but when things settled down with the Communist 
Party in full power the state did not forcibly interfere with religious 
worship. It sought, rather, to prohibit religious instruction especially 
banning the teaching of religion to those under eighteen. This law, 
of course, hit directly at the clergy and it was supposed that as 
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the new generation grew up, religion would die out with increasing 
rapidity. Ministers of all religions risked death rather than neglect 
their responsibilities to children and the youth of the nation. Then 
the anti-religious forces, instead of using might, attempted to kill 
the religious spirit by arguing that the holy communion spread in- 
fections and encouraged drunknesses, that the mechanical inventions 
and scientific discoveries of the modern world completely explained 
all the phenomena previously explained only by a belief in God. How- 
ever, a Russian Minister of Education gave the whole situation away 
by saying, “Religion is like a nail; the harder you hit it, the deeper 
it goes into the wood.” 

‘The anti-religious propaganda was strengthened, the schools, in- 
stead of ignoring religion, were instructed to be anti-religious in their 
teachings, efforts were made to disorganize churches by forbidding 
priests to live in their parishes or bishops to tour their fields of re- 
sponsibility. The establishment of the six-day week plus penalties 
of loss of food and lodging for absence from work was a serious 
problem for the churches since regular Sunday worship was thus 
automatically made impossible, or at least extremely difficult, for 
their members. 

These and similar activities on the part of the atheists in the 
government, however, served only to take the people’s religious feel- 
ings out of indifferent formalized observance and direct them to 
sincere, individual worship. When the churches were closed, each 
home became a place of worship. Cooperation between faiths develop- 
ed from atheist persecution, Russian Orthodox and Jewish leaders 
aided each other, non-conformists helped to support Orthodox 
parishes. Sectarian and class distinctions were swept away in the 
common sufferings of all. 

For the evangelistic sects, such as the Baptists and other Protes- 
tant groups, the persecution of the state has been no more severe 
than the persecution of the Orthodox Church when it was in power. 
For those who were not Orthodox Catholics, there was no religious 
freedom in Russia before the revolution. Revolting and ruthless 
persecution was practiced against all “free faiths’ by the Orthodox 
leaders. With the suppression of the Orthodox Church by the 
Soviet, the trend of the religious in Russia has been increasingly 
toward the simple Bible Christianity taught by the “non-conformists”. 
Baptists alone have grown in numbers from a few score thousand 
to such a group as to be expressed as a matter of concern in the 
official press. In a recent census, so many boldly declared them- 
selves Christians, the true statistics were never released for general 
information. 

The president of the “Godless Union” admitted, in his instruc- 
tions to his followers, that his organizations had fallen to pieces, 
that little interest was evidenced in the effort to destroy religion 
whereas the churches were more active than ever with young as 
well as old in an organized Christian body of millions of persons. 
It has been estimated that with one-third of the town population and 
two-thirds of the country people still clinging to Christianity, some- 
thing like half of the Red Army is Christian. 

Said Mr. Pares in his articles, “Russia, in my opinion, has re- 
mained the most religious country in Europe. . Those who have 
regarded the Soviet hostility to religion as one of the chief impedi- 
ments to better relations between Russia and the world beyond her 
borders have at last been fully justined. Though we cannot fore- 
cast the future, we have every reason to say that the attempt to 
extirpate faith from the Russian spirit has failed, and that this 
failure has been recognized in Russia.”
